
MEMORANDUM FOR THE DXRECTCm 

SUBJECT: Iat«Uig«a«« Explottaltoa of the Preoi4osit'« Trip 

to the mm 


I, £a aeeordaace yo«r request of lost motuxcm. 1 
heve preperedl the preseot mesnersiidum oo certeio tatelUfSttce 
aspects of the President's forthcoming trip to the US^. hased 
in part on the experience of the Vice President's trip. The 
major intelligence ccmsideratilaas, eonsistesC with the special 
nature of the trip and its primary poUtteal ohjeetlvei. are: 

(a) briefinge for the Preeident and perhaps for soms members 
of his party, (h) local InteU^^cs opportunities provided hy 
the itinerary, (c) foe presence of one er more inteUigeiWe 
officers in the President’s party ae <foeervere, ai^ (d) foe 
briefing and debriefoig of others, both in foe olficiid party and 
in foe press entourage, for specified overt or eemi*overt 
intelligence collection. 

Z. Briefinge For The President. The Department of 
State is prepari^ a large number of background papers for 
Ambassador Bohlen and foe President. In addition fo foie broad 
haekgroimd preparation, the President wtxiid probably find very 
useful a briefing such ae foe one you presented to the Vice 
President, highlighting (a) major issues likely to he raised by 
Khrushchev, and (h) a few key queetimLe of intelllgeiice interest 
to be borne in mind and perhaps to be rMeed in his talks with 
Khrushchev. Depending upm foe composition of foe entourage 
and foe Itinerary plazmed, it would probably also prove useful 
to provide additional briefings to others, similar to foose given 
last time to Dr. Milton Eisenhower and to Admiral Rickover.

BiiUcy background briafiag »*t«riaU for u«« ditriag 
tho trip proved impractical, aad ara *wt racommandad. For 
exampla, tlia axtaftaiva elaaaifiad biograpMaa of Savlirti laadara 
praparad for tbe Vice Praaidaat war a aot maad. Oa tba ottiar 
Itaad, brief notaa on placaa and aapeciaUy ^ iatOJkrUauAm wb<»n 
tha Praaidaat wlU meat --in particular away from Moacow -- 
will probably again ba uaaful for apot briafiaga to tba Fraaidant 
during tba trip. 

fttoarary . Tantativa jj^ans for tba trip, from 10-19 
June, call for tha Fraaidant to laava tba USSR via Irkutak and 
Kbabarovak in tba Far £aat. A propoi^ itinarary baa already 
bean aubmittad to tba Soviata, b^d no reply baa yet bean racaived. 
When tba itinarary ia confirmed, detailed i^aanijig can ba made 
for covering iadaliiganca inter aata in tba citiaa to ba viaitad. 

Tba acbadula abould ba datarminad aoon. aa tba advance party 
ia due in Moacow wa 4 d^ril and plana to go over tba antira 
route. 


5. Tba only apaeifie facility that tba Fraaidant might 
wlab to ra^uaat visiting would ba ^'^a ICBM i^ant. " Tba 
Fraaidant naigbt prefer not even to aak for tuck a visit, tinea 
tba written raguaat made for tba Tice Fraaidaat was not 
Mawarad, and ainca Kbruabebav declined tba invitation to 
visit aueb facilitiaa in fiiia country. On tba otimr band, tbia 
ia tba key iatalliganea aaad, and one wMcb tba Fra aidant 'a 
visit offers a unique cbanca of indue ii^ tba Soviati to give 
accaaa. Moreover, by analogy, wMla tba Soviata daelinad 
to permit tba Vica Fraaidant to depart by way of dw Far liaat, 
they have acaaptad tba Frealdant'a raquaat. It would, ia any 
caaa, ba Highly advlaabla for tbe Fraaidant to iaoludo aomatoao 
knowlodgaablo on nodaeilo production in bia party aineo -- 
wbatbor raquoatod by ua or not -- Khruahebav m%bt dacido 
for bis own raaaoua to abow tha Fraaidant a mdoatia plant.

in practice, and tluirs is no reason to bsiieve tfaat toe Fresldeat 
wonld be placed in an awkward positiMt by iaclwliaf ^se or 
more intelligence oUicaxa in his party. The Soviets do so, and 
they axpaet ns to do so as a matter of coarse. The cMef 
advantoge Is toe presence of men wito have an awareness of 
the particnlar gaps and retniremsatf cd inteUigenee. While 
briefing of otitoti can cover many rontine aspects of iidtelUgenee 
coUeetion, special clearances and intimide knowledge of the 
state of our intelli^eace heeds, some experience in the USSR, 
and in some cases also knowledge of toe Isngnaga, are neceesary 
to take advantage of tmforeseen opportuxdtoM. in toe Vise 
Preeident'e party there were three USAF inteUigesce o^ere 
and Hut under signi^. (The State Uopartment umI Secret Service 
offieere in that group were coofwratlve, bat did not pwrsne 
inteUigenee interests and opportxsfiities.) 

7, A second InnctiMk itoicb istsUigsnee observers ean 
perform is to provide infornntion or advice <m iateUigencs 
questions which may arise on the trip. Also, tooy esa forward 
informatics not otherwiss svailabls (lor excjsfls, a fuitoh 
analysis <d iniU^ Soviet radio and press rsportago on the Vice 
Preeident*8 trip was sent so that it could be givon to him in 
Moscow; ho whs <|aits interested and s^reciativs).
